The 
new program will include a 
series of workshops for Sier¬ 
ra Madre teachers, sched¬ 
uled tentatively for January. 

Three teachers now conduct¬ 
ing special reading classes 
will study techniques and 
methods of the Nicholson 
Reading Clinic. 

3. Switching of the testing 
date from May to early fall 
to allow more time to work 
with those students who 
show the need for it.

The School Situation 


An example of how a small town helps itself has been 
unfolding in Sierra Madre these past few months. 

It is in regard to our schools. Residents, especially 
those with children in Sierra Madre schools, were dis¬ 
turbed last September to learn that sixth-graders here 
did not do as well on achievement tests as had been ex¬ 
pected. 

Despite mental maturity tests which indicated stu¬ 
dents here are at the upper part of the normal range, they 
were two months behind the national average in reading 
comprehension, arithmetic fundamentals and spelling, and 
a month behind in English grammar. They were a month 
ahead of the average in reading vocabulary and at grade 
level in arithmetic reasoning. 

Test officials softened the blow' somewhat by placing 
the class at grade level in the over all picture, explain¬ 
ing that this took in results from minus 3 months to plus 
3 months. 

Nevertheless, no one could fail to recognize that sixth- 
graders here, where there are no slums and no foreign- 
bom element with language problems, had failed on spe¬ 
cific tests even to reach an average based on results from 
areas of every conceivable sociological make-up. 

There were two courses open to Sierra Madreans. They 
could have followed the time-honored procedure and 
pitched recrimination at everyone in sight. Or they could 
take a hand themselves in an attempt to help find out 
what can be done to improve the situation. 

They chose the latter course. Parents began attending 
special meetings with School Board members and teach¬ 
ers. Civic groups put the matter on their agenda and gave 
it the benefit of collective and serious study. And School 
Board members and school officials met at least once a 
week to plan definite moves. 

Out of this has come a number of positive results. As 
related on Page One of this issue, the board and school 
officials have instituted a program designed to improve 
sixth-grade standing in forthcoming achievement tests. 

A special committee of citizens, headed by Clifford D. 
Hensel, is just about ready to hand in specific recommen¬ 
dations on curricula, the product of months of serious and 
time-consuming study. 

Another citizens group, after looking into the situation 
in surrounding and similar communities, has come up 
with certain recommendations on the choice of a new' 
school superintendent to make certain there is no letdown 
there. (Supt. Charles A. Skutt last July announced his in¬ 
tention to resign as of June 1957.) 

All these are positive and forward-looking moves. No 
time has been wasted on finding a goat, someone to 
blame, which would only have caused ill-feeling and de¬ 
terioration throughout the school system. As a result, we 
are moving ahead, through co-operation. 

This, it seems to me, has been a first-class exhibition 
of how a first-class community should behave. — W.F.T.
